"The result of these considerations is 
that, unless there is such a general ex- 
pression by the powers in favor of con- 
tinued occupation, we shall give instruc- 
tions to the American forces tn China to 
withdraw our troo from Pekin after 
due conference with fhe other comman- 
ders as to the time and manner of with- 
drawal.”’

The continuance of quiet in 
Pekin, tending to reassure the Chinese 
officials, is believed to be rapidly hasten- 
ing negotiations for a final settlement. 
There is the best reason to believe that 
were the Chinese government once as- 
sured of the personal safety of its mem- 
bers; were it relieved of a fear of a dis- 
memberment of China and the menace 
of a large foreign force in the capital, the 
imperial court, including the emperor and 
dowager. would lose no time in returning 
to Pekin and opening negotiations for a 
settlement. Hence the suggestion has 
been thrown out that the allied forces in 
Pekin be reduced to a number sufficient 
to insure the immediate safety of the le- 
gations, while the remaining forces re- 
tire beyond the walled city, perhaps to 
Tien Tsin, and if the progress of the ne- 
gotiations seem to warrant it, perhaps be 
withdrawn altogether from Chinese soil. 
There are only two obstacles to the exe- 
cution of this plan. : 

One is the dicfilulty of framing suitable 
guarantees for the continuance to a gatis- 
factory conclusion of the negotiations for 
the final settlement. The other is the un- 
compromising attitude of one of the 
powers. It is now believed that the diffi- 
culty as to guarantees can be satisfacto- 
rily adjusted. The other obstacles may be 
overcome by a threatened isolation of 
the refractory power; for it is believed 
that no one power would care to pursue 
@ war upon China when the other pow- 
ers had deliberately expressed their judg- 
ment that further hostilities were unwar- 
ranted. Besides, hostilities under such 
conditions, tending to injure the interests 
of the other powers in China might“ be re- 
garded by them as authorizing a joint de- 
mand upon the single power for guaran- 
tees, which would be very difficult to 
meet.

IS NOT GIVEN OUT 


United Mine Workers Have Not 
Been Told To Quit 


TROUBLE MAY BE ADJUSTED 


Anthracite Regions Will Not See 
the Big Walk Out Anticipated 
To Take Place Today—A 
Statement Is 
Issued. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 8.—After 
an all day secret session the national ex- 
ecutive board of United Mine Workers 
of America adjourned tonight at 7 o’clock 
till tomorrow after issuing a statement 
postponing the ordering of a strike pend- 
ing the result of negotiations. Officials 
say influences are at work to adjust the 
trouble, but decline to say what they are. 

This action means that the miners of 
the anthracite region will not strike to- 
morrow, although danger of a strike has 
not been removed. The men are ordered 


‘to remain in readiness to go out. 


At 5 p. m, a message was sent to Dis- 
trict President Nichols, at Hazleton, Pa., 
as follows: 

“Information reaches this office that 
mirers in the anthracite region are ceas- 


ing work in anticipation of a strike being 


declared today. ational board advisés 
that inasmuch as negotiations are still 
pending for a settlement that all miners 
continue work as usual till they receive 
official notice to suspend work and to 
hold themsélves in readiness to respand 
should our efforts to effect a settlement 
prove a failure.” 

The statement issued by the board re- 
cites the grievances of the miners as fol- 
lows: 

‘The wages of the miners have not kept 
pace with the cost of living and in some 
instances have been reduced, they have 
been required to deal in company stores 
and accept the services of the company’s 
doctor; they have been required to ac- 
cept wages based upon an antiquated 
sliding scale that invariably slides down- 
ward; they have had their wages reduced 
by an arbitrary and exorbitant system of 
dockage; thay have been compelled toa 
wait for their pay weeks after the time 
specified by law and in open violation of 


the same and in many other ways their 


rights and liberties have been trampled 
upon and in many instances they have 
been compelled to take their children 
from school at a very tender age in vio- 
lation of law and put them to work in 
the breakers in order to earn sufficient 
food to support their families.’

SALISBURY'S DELAY 
PLEASES DIPLOMATS 


Premier’s Return Will Bring Up the 
Chinese Question. 


INACTIVITY WILL NOW CEASE 


Has Been in Constant Touch with 
Foreign Office’ While Absent. 


QUIETUDE PROVED A SAFEGUARD 


Lord Salisbury Does Not Consult His 
Colleagues on the Weightier 
Matters of State. 


London, September 8.—Pending Lord 
Salisbury’s return next week, Great Brit- 
ain ‘is apparently pursuing a policy of in- 
activity which possibly will hereafter ap- 
pear to have been masterly, even though 
it perhaps in reality is only another in- 
stance of the “flabby, weak-kneed. irres- 
Oluteness’”’ so often attributed to the cab- 
inet in recent years. Diplomats appear to 
be rather pleased that Lord Salisbury has 
been lying perdu in the mountains as a 
member of the diplomatic corps remarkeal 
to a representative of the AssoviatedL 
Press, that continental statesmen felt the 
situation had been ameliorated thereby, 
as England had thug been safeguarded 
from rushing to a hasty conclusion. 

“Of course,”’ said he, ‘“‘the premier is in 
constant touch with the foreign office, 
but he is enabled to make a calmer view 
in the quietude of his summer refuge than 
he could possibly have reached under the 
pressure of the more excitable members 
of the cabinet.” 

This reflects the opinion of the British 
public, whose confidence in Lord Salisbu- 
ry is largely due to the belief that he 
does not consult his colleagues in the 
weightier matters of state. It is a curious 
fact that almost every foreign minister of 
the powers concerned is absent from his 
post during this acute period of one of 
the most important diplomatic situations 
of recent years. Most of the embassies, 
too, have been in the hands of charges 
d@’affaires, and now Ambassador Choate 
has gone to Switzerland for a long holi- 
day. As to how the dilemma of Pekin 
shall be solved, there is no doubt that al- 
most any fairly palatable prescription 
‘will be swallowed by the British cabinet 
and the Associated Press learns from a 
well informed quarter that as soon as 
the Chinese government appoints the oth- 
er commissioners with serious instruc- 
tions they will find Great Britain ready 
to respond and aid in utilizing what Uni- 
ted States Commissioner Rockhill terms 
the beautiful occasion to settle for all 
time the status of foreigners in China. 

Great Britain's alleged pusilanimity and 
lack of initiative, however, furnished an 
opportunity to grumble. The newspapers 
contafmn columns of editorials and letters 
Vindictivgely attacking the collective 
cabinet and the individual departments of 
the government for their conduct of the 
war, for the affairs of the railway com- 
panies and of the church, to say nothing 
of minor causes for disputation. The fact 
is, the country ig suffering from an over 
plus of intoxicants both military and po- 
litical, @nd has now reached what Mr 
Augustin Birrell, member of pariiument 
for the west division of Fife, has aptly 
termed the ‘“‘soda water stage.’'

Others might fall-in 
with “spift-off’’ factions in the churcn, 
but -he never wavered. The Methodist 
church was his favorite, and a hobby’with 
the old -nan. In it he Nved, and died as 
true to its teachings as the needle to the 
pole. 

In 184 Mr. Taylor was married to Miss 
Leannie Lee, three years his junior. She 
was a daughter of James and Cinderilla 
Lee, then residents of Appling county, but

Their first little home was built in Ware 
county, near the spot where FElizabeth 
chapel now stands.

In point of fact, her 
boast of a population of 120,000 is as good 
today as when it was originally made. 
The Atlanta spoken of in the census re- 
tums is the Atlanta of the city limfts.

Ten years ago both Richmond and Nash- 
ville were very considerably ahead of 
Atlanta and during the past decade these 
cities have had the right to Gaim rivalry 
with the Empire City of the Sottth; but 
Atlanta’s total places her ahead of both 
of these cities and leaves her without a 
rival in the great territory stretching 
from Washington and Baltimore to New 
Orleans. The officials figures for Rich- 
mond show her total to be 85,060, while 
those for Nashville are 80,065. ‘ 

In the many cities so far reported very 
few have reached the high percentage of 
increase shown by Atlanta. The only 
cities which have attained as high a per- 
centage as 37 are Portland, Ore., Mil- 
waukee, Buffalo, Chicago, Columbus, To- 
ledo, Cleveland, Detroit, Hartford, Birm- 
ingham, Akron, Dayton, Portland, Mée., 
and Atlantic City. Some of these are 
smaller than Atlanta, and of course the 
possibility of a large percentage of in- 
crease is greater. For instance, A@flanfic 
City shows an increase of more than 
113 per cent, but that is a small place, 
with a total population of about 27,00. 
Of the southern cities, Charleston has 
shown an increase of only 1% per cent, 
Richmond of only 4% per cent and Nash- 
ville of but a fraction over 6 per cent. 

Smaller places, like Birmingham, Mo- 
bile and Galveston, which are the only 
other southern cities so far reported, 
show a better percentage, Mobile with 
24 per cent, Galveston with about 30 and 
Birmingham with 46. Birmingham's total 
is 38,415, Mobile 38,469 and Galveston’s 
37,789. The total population of Charles- 
ton is 55,807, which is an increase of only 
$52 people in the past decade. 

Louisville in 1890 had a population of 
161,129. New Orleans in 1890 had a popu- 
lation of 243,039. Memphis in 189 had 
population of 64,495. Of these Louisville 
shows an increase of 27 per cent and New 
Orleans 18 per cent. Memphis not yet re-

Prominent democrats in Georgia have 
been throughout the state making 
speeches, and urging the democrats to 
exert themselves in their efforts t@ 
swell the majority for the ticket this 
fall. Their efforts have been met with 
gratifying success. 

Governor Candler will not be in the 
city on next Tuesday when the com- 
mittee ‘meets. He has signified his in- 
tention of visiting Gwinnett county, 
where he will speak in behalf of the 
democrats. He has other engagements 
to speak at different county’ segts 
throughout the state and will be Kept 
busy for some timp to come.

Only Mrs. McCoy Says She Objected 
to Buggy Ride. 


SUES HUSBAND FOR DIVORCE 


Charges He Struck and Whipped Her 
and in Other Ways Treated 
Her Cruelly. 


Mrs. Mattie E. McCoy, through her at- 
torney, S. J. Hall, yesterday filed in the 
superior court a divorce and injunction 
suit against her husband, George W. Mc- 
Coy. Incidentally she charges, among 
other things, that her husband kicnaped 
her by forcibly holding her in a buggy 
and driving to the home which she had 
left, because, so.she says, he treated her 
cruelly. §he says he had her watched to 
prevent her from again escaping. 

According to the petition, McCoy is a 
prosperous dairyman, owning a dairy in 
the northern part of the county, near the 
Exposition park. | 

She sets forth ‘that they were married 
December, 1886, and lived together until 
the 4th of this month, when, so she de- 
clares, he left her, and she has not seen 
him since. She avers that for the past 
five or six years he has been a hard 
drinker, and while in an intoxicated von- 
dition, has treated her cruelly, threaten- 
ing her life and even beating her. 

Mrs, McCoy says that such has been his 
conduct toward her that on more than one 
occasion she has been compelled to leave 
him and seek safety elsewhere. Hach time, 
however, he would find Her, beg her io 
return, making all kinds of promises for 
the future, so she says, and she would re- 
ient and go back to him. According to 
her petition, all would be well for a time, 
and then he would begin his cruel treat- 
ment again. 

He even whipped her, she declares, and 
some time last month she was forced to 
leave the house and go to a bvarding 
house in the city. There she remained 
several weeks, until he discovered where 
she was. The petition states that, under 
guise of desiring her to execute some pa- 
pers in regard to their property, he ger- 
suaded her to get in a buggy and go with 
him. 

Instead of driving in the direction of the 
place he led her to believe he was taking 
her, Mrs. McCoy says he staried off to- 
ward their home. When she discovered 
where he was taking her, declares the pe- 
tition, she remonstrated and begged;,to be 
allowed to get out of the vehicle. Aecord- 
ing to the petition, this he would not per- 
mit her to do, but on the other haud, 
whipped up his horse, held her in the 
buggy by main force and drove to their 
former home. 

The wife alleges that for some days he 
kept her here and set a watch over her 
to prevent her from leaving. On the even- 
ing of Labor day he invited her io g® 
with him to the ball given at Pledmont 
park. While on the road, and when no 
one was in sight, she alleges. ne began 
abusing her and striking her in am out- 
rageous manner. She declares that on the 
day following she was unable to leave her 
bed on account of the treatment she had 
received at his hands. On that day he 
left her. 

She sets forth to the court that het 
husband was operating a dairy near the 
exposition grounds, and was capable of 
making from $100 to $150 each month. He 
had sixty cows, he'ses and mules, a num- 
ber of milk wagons and other things 
necessary for the conduct of a large dairy. 

She declares she is informed that her 
husband is now contemplating disposing 
of this entire property so as to leave her 
penniless. She asserts that what property 
is now theirs she helped by hard work to 
accumulate, and even (contributed $260. 
wifich had been left her by a relative. 

Mrs. McCoy usked the*court to grant 
her a total divorce from her husband and 
prayed that she be allowed temporary ali- 
mony during the pendancy of the suit. 
She also asked for permanent alimuny. 
Further, she desired that her maidcn 
name of Hattie E. Hunter he restorea to 
her, and that the court issue an injunc- 
tion order to prevent McCoy from selling, 
or in any way interfering with the pror- 
erty of the dairy. She prayed th: her 
husband be enjoined from visiting or 
molesting her.

Mr. Thom Smith, in a very season- 
able and suggestive article in the Au- 
gust number of The American Kitchen 
Magazine, deals very practically with the 
debasement of our food suplies and 
points out easy ways of detecting adul- 
terants. The cupidity of the manufac- 
turers and the senseless demand of the 
unthinking to get things cheap, “less than 
cost."” are. of course, responsible for this 
adulteration, aithough as far as the 
consumer is concerned, such debasement 
is always extravagant and often very 
hurtful. Want of space prevents ins¢r- 
tion of the entire article, but every house- 
wife should read it.

American Kitchen 

“Coming to jellies and preserves the 
substitutor has an immense field and im- 
nroves it characteristically. An instance 
is aetually known to the writer where 
an excellent growth of timothy was se- 
cured from the seeds found in a jar of 
‘pure strawberry preserve.’ Then was ex- 
posed a field hitherto entirely unsuspect- 
ed. While glucose cannot be called harm- 
ful as a food, yet the method of prepar- 
ing it is sometimes at fault. A large ex- 
cess of mineral acid cannot be called 
healthful and the red dyes are not al- 
ways safe. It {s an easy matter with 
starch paste, gelatine, glucose and a suit- 
able dye, to prepare any form of jelly 
desired. and that by the ton. The adui- 
tion of grass seeds and the omission of 
the gelatine will make a fine preserve. 
The varieus ethers will give any desired 
flavor. Test a sample of jelly, bought 
at a bargain, by the iodine test. A blue 
color shows starch, an ingredient entire- 
ly absent from pure goods. A white pre- 
cipitate with a dilute solution of barium 
chloride . indicates sulphuric acid. Of 
course, fruit jellies are often in part made 
from apples and the taste is often indi- 
cative.- The price of such humbugs is 
frequently ridiculously low; sometimes 
five pounds for 25 cents. Pure goods cost 
nearly ten times that and in most cases 
the buyer gets what he pays for. 

‘“‘Teaving embalmed beef out of the dis- 
cussion, the reader may be surprised to 
know that sausages are often weighted 
with foreign material. Starch is the fa- 
vorite and is added more often than is 
generally supposed. Again we say, it is 
not harmful, but the starch is generally 
accompanied by borax about which there 
no question. The iodine test is our 
friend again. 

“Honey, molasses and the various other 
sirups are very apt to be highly charged 
with the cheaper glucose. There is a big 
market for this product of corn and we 
use it every day. Our vinegar is largely 
from spirits and is colored with caramel. 
It can hardly be called harmful,. simply 
an imposition and it drives the honest 
product out.of the market. So-called 
pure lard often contains other fats. A 
combination is desired by some cooks and 
they secure it so labeled, Cotton seed oil 
is a good substitute for olive oil and is 
sold in immense quantities. 

“As said at the beginning, ah enumer- 
ation of all the adulterated foods and the 
means of adulterating them would fill a 
volume, but in this necessarily short arti- 
cle we have mentioned the chief difficul- 
ties in the way of pure food. We have 
also hinted at the remedy. As long as 
the consumer desires cheap goods just 
so long will he tind a place to buy them, 
and a price to suit his pocket. Befdre 
people invest in any venture they first 
wish to know something of the seller and 
in like manner if they will pay closer at- 
tention to the responsibility ofthe firm 
which provides their household, adulter- 
ated foods. would hold the same position 
as do other ‘get rich quick’ schemes.”’

Sea Bottom Temperature. 
From The Rochester Democrat. 

The surface and bottom of the ocean, as 
is generally understood, differ materially 
in temperatures. All known observations 
of deep sea temperatures have been ar- 
ranged on equal projection maps, from 
which it is estimated, states Sir John 
Murray, that over 9% per cent of the sea 
floor is occupied by water cooler than 4 
degrees Fahrenheit, 3 per cent being un- 
der 30 degrees. while on the 127,100,000 
square miles deeper than a hundred fath- 
oms no annual variations of temperature 
have been observed, except possibly at 
the line of meeting of the gulf stream 
und Labrador currents. On the 10,100,000 
square miles of ocean between the shore 
and a depth of a hundred fathoms, ihe 
bottom temperature shows annual varia- 
tions. A study of the surface waters 
beads to the estimate that over the entire 
oceun the area warmed to more than 40 
degrees is never less than 75 per cent of 
the total, even in the coldest months, 
while it rises to 87 per cent in the hottest 
part of the-year, 


Electric Echoes. 

Electric radbways are ordinarily regard- 
ed as purely for passenger service, but 
their adaptability for freight traffic has 
been demonstrated, and early we will be 
as familiar with freight cars on electric 
kines as we are on steam railways. An 
express company chartered in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., capatalized at $1,000,000, not only 
expects to do general haulage, but to 
transport ashes, stone, earth, ete., for 
the aity. A proposed electric road in 
Michigan will compete with the steam 
railway in hauling coa] from the mine, 
wihhile another is projected in northern 
Iiinois for the same purpose. In fact, 
electric traction is bound to compete in 
carrying freight as it now does in carry- 
ing passengers. For cities especialiy it is 
desirable, as it would reduce the number 
of trucks and drays that now congest the 
streets, while the service would be 
speedier and more gatisfactory. 


Upited States Consu] Hughes reports: 

“An Italian electrician has invented an 
e.ectric cartridge, which he offers as a 
substitute for dynamite and smokeless 
powder in mines, rock blasting, and for 
heavy ordnance. The, composition used 
in the cartridge is made up of carbonates 
of potash and chloride of ammonia, the 
proportion varying according to the use. 
The discharge is. effected by an electric 
spark, Which produces electrolytic effects 
upon the chemicals. The inventor claims 
that the cartridges, until subjected to the 
effect of electricity, are entirely inoffen- 
sive and perfectly safe; so that there will 
be no necessity for isolating the mazga- 
zines where they are gtored.’’ 


Electric fans are following electric 
lights into railway passenger coaches, 
much to the comfort of travelers, Ac- 
cording to expert authorities, car axle 
power will generate the current for rail- 
ways and is the coming system. 


It is reported that a Paris doctor has 
invented a process of embalming bodies 
by electroplating them. When through 
the process the electroplated body re- 
sembles a metallic statue, and it is claim- 
ed to preserve it indefinitely. 

It will cost the Manhattan elevated 
railway, of New York, $12,000,000 to change 
from steam f electricity. It is. expected 
that the first electrically equipped train 
will run about September 15th on the 
Second avenue line. 


An Ohio man, mindful of his early 
morning comfort, has invented an ar- 
rangement to electrically feed his horse.

FILIPINOS FORCED 


Otis’s. Report to the Department Is 
Made Public. 


POLICY OF NATIVES SHOWN 


Captured Correspondence Is Discussed 
by the General. 


Insurgent Leader Laid Great Im- 
portance on Holding All 
Prisoners Taken. 


Washington, September 8.—The war de- 
partment has made public a report of 
Major General Otis, giving details of the 
operations of the United States army in 
the Philippines from September 1, 1899, 
to May 65, 1900. Beside containing an 
account of the movements of the United 
States forces, there is considerable space 
devoted to the policies of the insurgents, 
shown to a great extent in the publica- 
tion of the captured correspondence and 
documents found in possession of persons 
in sympathy with the insurgents. General 
Otis says he desires to correct an “er- 
roneous. impression that the war with the 
insurgents’ was initiated by the United 
States.”’ After explaining the conditions 
which existed “at the breaking out of 
hostilities, he says: 

“War with the insurgents was forced 
upon us and was unavoildabie.”’ 

General Otis asserts that this ts shown 
An Filipino correspondence captured by the 
Americans, which correspohdence he says 
proves that war was planned by Aguinai- 
do. He also denies that the Filipinos 
endeavored to stop hostilities after the 
first outbreak, but were refused by the 
United States. General Otis at considér- 
able length details the difficulties of the 
campaign and describes how by relent- 
less pursuit General Young’s troops liber- 
ated 3,000 Spanish and American prisoners 
held by the Tagalos. The importance at- 
tached to holding the prisoners by Agui- 
naldo, he says, is indicated by the fol- 
lowing captured instructions - sent to a 
Filipino chief officer November 15, 1899: 

‘Take care of our prisoners, for therein 
lies our great hope. Spanish commission- 
ers try to deceive us, dealing with us as 
insurgents. Our government sent them 
away and they withdrew greatly displeas- 
ed The quadruple alliance between 
Russia, Germany and Spain is 
Before December we will know 
Throughout Europe there is 
sympathy for our cause. American dem- 
ocrats already in our favor. They are 
sure of Bryan® triumph next election.”’ 
General Otis goes at length into the 
constant activity of the insurgents in the 
vicinity of Manila and ascribes it to 
Aguinaldo’s agents, who were acting un- 
der orders. As showing the barbarous 
character of the insurgents’ mode of war- 
fare, he quotes a letter from Adjutant 
General Torres to the insurgent secretary 
of war in February, 1899, stating that La 
Paz in Parlac was the place to concen- 
trate the captured friars, because natives 
there were attacked with fevers and few 
strangers stopping there escaped death. 
Commenting on this, Generai Otis says: 

“The character Of these state papers 
might prove amusing if they did not de- 
pict a startling depravity on the part of 
tne men claiming to rule by rigat and 
with consent of the governed over a pop- 
ulous country, and to be actuated by the 
most humane and patriotic convictions. 
If, hcewever, the secret state papers of 
the cluss above showrp—many of which 
came into our possession through capture 
—are not pleasant reading, the public 
proclamations of these men might be, if 
they were not based in falsehoods, which 
deceived the more ignorant of the people. 
These men were gift’ in appeali either 
to the most depraved ns of 
ple or to its most cultivated sentiment.”

Little Animals Must Not Be Molested 
by Visitors. 


REWARD HAS BEEN OFFERED 


Commissioners Will Pay Those Who 
Inform on the Moleeeers. 


LAST CONCERT WILL OCCUR TODAY 


The Fifth Regiment Band Wil] Make 
Its Final Appearance for the 
Season at the Park. 


The birds and squirrels of Grant park 
will be protected from those who would 
molest them. No efforts will be spared 
by members of the park gotmnmission to 
prosecute those who either frighten or 
kill the birds or in any other way dls- 
turb them. 

This was decided upon at the meeting 
of the board of park commissioners held 
several days ago and the order will be 
rigidly enforced. The board has offered 
a standing reward of $10 for the arrest 
and information to convict of parties 
who do not allow the birds and squirrels 
to fully enjoy life at the park. 

The squirrels have recently been placed 
in the groves. Forty of them were pur- 
chased at the suggestion of Commission- 
er Grady. They were kept in cages until 
they became perfectly tame and were 
then given their freedom. 

Already they have begun to multiply 
and it is belleved that by next summer 
there will be quite a colony of them in 
the groves. The commissioners will buy 
other squirrels at once. Advertisements 
will be placed in many of the leading 
county papers of Georgia and those who 
have squirrels may dispose of them in 
this city. 

The birds at the park are also quite 
tame and like the gquirrels, afford an 
easy mark for the mhischlevously in- 
clined. Several weeks ago small boys 
were found by the park superintendent 
in the act of throwing stones at the birds 
and squirrels. He stopped them, but 
found that there was no law or regula- 
tion providing for their punishment. 
When the commissioners heard of the 
matter they decided to offer the reward. 

Today the last concerts of the present 
Season will be played at the park. They 
will be rendered by the Fifth regiment 
band. which has had the contract for 
music. 

Thousands of persons have visited the 
park for the purpose of hearing this 
band during the season and the music has 
been especially pleasing. In all forty 
concerts have been rendered when the 
music stops tonight. This feature has 
been such a decided success during the 
summer that there is little probability 
of its being left off the programme next 
season.

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MYNATT’S MEM 


BY THE BAR ASSOCIATION 


The Atlanta Bar Association yesterday 
morning honored the anemory of the late 
Colonel Pryor L. Mynatt by adopting res- 
olutions on his death. Members of the 
association took occasion during the meet- 
ing to speak in eulogistic terms of the 
well-known barrister, who died on the 
2d of the month at the advanced age of 
seventy-one years. 

The meeting of the association was hela 
in the superfor courtroom as usual, with 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin presiding. . The 
resolutions were read by Judge George 
Hillyer and were adopted by a rising vote. 
Among those who. honored the memory of 
Colonel Mynatt by speaking a few words 
of commendation for his sterling charac- 
ter as citizen and lawyer were Judge 
George Hillyer, Judge Howard Van Epps, 
W. S. Thomsgn, Porter King, E. W. Mar- 
tin, J. C. Jenkins and Judge Spencer R. 
Atkinson. 

Just before the resolutions were adopted 
Judge Lumpkin also had a few words 
to say- concerning the life of Colonel 
Mynatt. ; 

The committee from the bar assoctation 
appointed to draft the resolutions was 
composed of the following named sen- 
tlemen: 

George Hillyer, W. L. Calhoun, E. V. 
Carter, W. D. Ellis, Sr., and James A. 
Anderson. 

The resolutions follow: 

“May it please your honor: Colonel 
Mynatt was a native of Tennessee. He 
graduated at MarysvNie college in that 
state, and after teaching school a few 
years he was admitted to the bar in 1855. 
He practiced first in one of the smaller 
towns, but soon removed to Knoxville. 
He was there thrown with a bar of na- 
tional reputatjon; it may be justly said 
equalling in &ability any in the United 
States. They have their monument in the 
Tennessee reports, and in the traditions 
which live after them. 

“Colonel Mynatt took a high stand even 
among the members of such a bar, and 
his reputation soon covered the state. 
The writer of this paper has heard it said 
by one who knew him, and had every op- 
portunity of knowing him well at this 
period, that no young man of his aga 
ranked higher than he before the supreme 
court of the state.of Tennessee. The war 
broke out and after honorable service to 
its close he found himself ostracised and 
his property confiscated by reason of his 
fidelity to the cause of the south. 

“Colonel Mynatt settled in Atlanta and 
opened a law office in 1865. The war had 


left him with nothing but his learning 
and his high character. But these were 
enough, and more than enough. He was 
again thrown with an exceptionally able 
bar, but he succeeded from the-very first. 
He made friends everywhere. Abundant 
and profitable business came to him. Some 


of the wisest and best among the noted | 
, there was any default in the payment of 


and strong men of this bar in that day 


joined him in partnership. Thenceforward 
and until stricken by the persistent illnegs | 


which finally carried him away his long 
career was one of unbroken honor and 
SuUpeess. 

‘He was sometimes called by his fel- 
low citizens from arduous professional 
duties to the public service, notably ta 
membership in the convention which 
formed our present state constitution, but 
it was the law and the pPactice of that 
high profession that he loved best. It 
was here in many causes of the greatest 
magnitude that he won his signal tri-

A 
resolution was passed recommending a 
consolidation under the ‘name of the 
Southern Cotton Spinners’ Association.

Yarn Spinners’ Association is not vested

The consolidation will bring together un- 
der one organization between 80 and 85 
per cent of all the yarn manufacturers of 
the south. The Hosiery Yarn Spinners’ 
Association represents a business of $10,- 
000,000 and the Cotton Spinners’ Associa- 
tion a business of more than $30,000,000 
annually. Their combination will mean 
the centering of all southern cotton man- 
ufacturing in one interest for mutual pro- 
tection and benefit. 


ACTIVITY AT DAHLONEGA, GA. 


Work at the Gold Mines—The North 
Georgia Agricultural College. 
Dahlonega, Ga., September 7.—(Special.) 
Under a cloudless sky, surrounded by pur- 
ple moun:zains, breathing in the balniy 
atmosphere, Dahlonega, the mining cen- 
ter of Georgia, is still in the full flush of 
her monster boom. Day by day, and all 
night long, can be heard the roar of the 
120 stamps at the Hand mine as they in- 
cessantly pound on their rocky grist, the 
huge stamps keeping perfect time, deal- 
ing blows with an energy worthy of the 
forge of Vulcan. Nothing would seem to 
withstand the impetus, the hardest, the 
most refractory substance must yield and 
be ground to powder beneath these 80- 
pound stamps, each descending with the 
force of a trip hammer. ‘Their nolse is 
so tremendous that it is utterly out of 
the question to speak—the loudest shriek 
is entirely drowned, and the only resort 
is in pantomime of the lips and gesture. 
At night the many are and incandescent 
lamps brilliantly illumine the surrotnd- 
ings. Hundreds of busy miners are to be 
seen, drilling, others engaged in 
shafts, operating electric 
trams, dumping concentrates and ore 
into their respective bins, all busy, pre- 
senting such a scene of untiring activity 
as to impress any visitor with a growing 
conviction that the Dahlonega boom is 

‘‘on,’’ and on to stay. 

The Crown Mountain mining operations 
are little less in scale of magnitude. The 
plant may not aspire to the same propor- 
tions as that of the Consolidated, but the 
results are confidently expected to yield 
to none in point of satisfaction. Every 
mine in this section seems to have gained 
added impetus, and there is everywhere a 
very significant state of activity. 

The North Georgia Agricultural college 
has followed the lead of the big mining 
enterprises, in the fact that she has spent 
large sums of money in improvements. 
The college campus may now boas: of 
several new cottages built and building 
for the accommodation of her. students, 
adding much to the dormitory of which 
they will form annexes. Bostwick hall 
stands conspicuous in her new coat of 
plaster, and her white walls may be seen 
for many a mile glinting in the sunlight. 
The boys of the old college will be agree- 
ably surprised wh2n they return to find 
a new library and reading room, fitted’ up 
in the latest style. Her department of 
business and science has been enlarged to 
twice its original size, and many offices 
added to enbance its efficiency. The lab- 
oratories of chemistry, physics and botany 
have been replenished and enriched, and, 
judging from the number of applications 
which daily come.in, her labors bid fair 
to be rewarded by a fine attendance.

VERDICT WAS A SURPRISE 


People at Clarksville Thought the 
Verdict Would Be Otherwise. 


JACKSON'S WIFE WEPT FOR JOY 


His Friends Congratulated Him on 
the Outcome of the Trial—His 
Future Plans. 


Clarkesville, Ga., September 8&.—(Spe- 
cilal.)\—The case of the state vs, Scott 
Jackson, which tas been on trial here 
since Wednesday morning, was given to 
the jury last evening about 6 o'clock. It 
is sald the jury, when they first went to 
their room, stood eight for acquittal and 
two for conviction, and two wefe non- 
committal. The jury remained out all 
night and until 8 o’clock this morning, 
when it brought In a verdict of not guil- 
ty. When the verdict was read out by 
the solicitor, Jackson did not move for 
several seconds, except when his wife, 
who hag been so faithful and has been 
with him all the time, bowed her head 
and wept for joy, he bowed his head also 
for a few seconds, and then arose and 
some of his friends extended their hands 
to him and his wife. Jackson quietly left 
the courtroom, 

The verdict was 2 surprise to most peo- 
ple. It was thought by a great many that 
probably the verdict would be for a less 
ertme than murder, or for murder with 
recommendation, and some thought it 
would be what it is; but the verdict is 
generally a surprise, 

Jackson has not expressed his plans for 
the future publicly, but it {is sald that he 
will remain in Clarkesville for a few 
days. He is a quiet man and does not 
have the appearance of a bad man, but 
the reverse. He has a number of true and 
faithful friends who have stuck to him 
through this trial. 

The brothers and sisters, and a great 
many of the friends’of Pittman, whom he 
killed, have been in attendance at the 
trial and assisting in the prosecution, 
and have helped.all they could in the 
prosecution of the case against Jackson. 

It being so early 4m the day only a few 
of the friends of Pittman were in te 
courtroom ‘when the verdict was read 
out,

Anéether case was that of Will 
Madison, charged with assault with in- 
tent to rape upon @ woman living near 
Tennille, ig thig county, both parties be- 
ing colored, This defendant was tried 
and convicted and the court imposed a 
sentence of six years in the penitentiary, 
The defense set up in the case was that 
of identity, the defendant denying that he 
was the man who committed the offense 
and that he wag at home at the time of 
the commission of the crime—the defense 
of alibl, but the evidence in the case was’ 
eonclusiye to the minds of the jury and 
he was convicted premptly, whereupon 
the court imposed gentence above stated.

Cotton closed today on the local 
exchange fully 10 points ahead for Sep- 
tember and from 14 to 15 points for all 
other months.

FRANCE OPPOSES 
THE WITHDRAWAL 


Evacuation of Pekin Net Satisfactory 
to Frenchmen. 


WOULD LIKE A COMPROMISE 


Policy Dictated by Russia Isn’t 
Wholly Pleasant. 


THE GZAR’S FRIENDSHIP 1S WANTED 


Loubet’s Associates Would Iike To 
Keep a Small Force in the 
Chinese Metropolis. 


Paris, September 8.—France is in a 
dilemma. Russia’s proposition to with- 
draw from Pekin has resolved itself Into 
a problem for her which French states- 
men are now tackling very gingerly. The 
complete withdrawa] from Pekin after 
careful consideration, is now deemed not 
to be altogether in line with France’s in- 
terests. France is now forced to choose 
between thecourse she would rather adopt 
and the policy dictated to her by the Rus- 
sian alliance and French statecraft has 
been devoted for the past week to an en- 
deavor to splice these two conflicting 
policies into a compromise which will not 
jeopardize her friendship with Russia and 
at the same time wil] not prejudice her 
own position in China. The suggestion, 
therefore, that while the bulk of the 
trogps be withdrawn from Pekin, a sman 
international force be still retained in the 
city comes as a pecullarly acceptable idea 
to France. Russia and Germany appear 
to be the only serious stumbling blocks 
in the way of a general acceptance of this 
compromise, the first named desiring the 
total withdrawal of the allied forces and 
the latter wishing a continued occupation. 

Should the proposal fall through and 
Russia and America withdraw ali their 
troops France would undoubtedly follow 
suit. It would be too rude a shock to the 
Russo-French alliance for France to 
abandon her ally and remain in‘ Pekin 
with, as her associates, her hereditary 
enemies. England and Germany. The 
French government appreciates the great 
element of wisdom in the Muscovite pro- 
posal, recognizing that a continuance of 
the present form of occupation would 
prevent early and direct negotiations with 
the empress dowager, who fears to return 
to the capital and that. moreover, th 
administration of the affairs of the city 
would throw immense responsibility and 
labor upon the European commanders. 
They_would need to undertake the proper 
policing of Pekin, with its millions of in- 
habitants, all of whom are now filled with 
hatred for the “foreign devils’’ to ar- 
range sanitary and fire precautions and 
an eNdlesg Tist of other municipal de- 
tails. The provisioning of and keeping 
open communication from sea coast for 
a big ferce in Pekin during the winter 
when the country is snow-covered and 
frozen, also presents a problem of ex- 
treme difficuity. 

Another move which would impel 
France to follow Russia if the latter 
withdraws her troops, is the fact that 
the French force would thereby avoid re- 
maining under the command of Field 
Marshal Count von Walkiersee. 

An eye-opener. as tad the lack of accord 
between the various military commanders 
in China is furnished by the report of 
Captain Marolles, who;.commanded the 
French contingent up to the time of the 
capture of Tien Tsin, Captain Marolles 
relates each day’s events in the form of 
a diary, in which appear statements 
which a Paris paper describes as tanta- 
mount to masked indictment of the Rus- 
sian general Stessel, who, with the ob- 
stinacy of a soldier, executing an order, 
it says, wished to win or even to be 
beaten alone. The result of this ambi- 
tion was the loss of hundreds of lives. 
Marolles, under date of June 7th, writes: 

“Russians attacked the east arsenal 
at Tien Tsin without notifying any one; 
but eventually the German and then the 
English contingent had to co-operate, 
which was not agreeable to them. It is 
apparent that there is no accord between 
the military chiefs,’’ 

Two days later Marolles writes: 

“The Russians made a reconnoissance 
on the left bank without notifying any 
one, when a fusillade began and the 
town suffered an hour’s bombardment.”’ 

After recounting other instances of the 
isolated action of General Stessel, he 
says on July 3d General Stessel advised 
him that he would withdraw the next 
day the outpost at the railroad depot, 
which was indispensable to the French 
concession. 

The next entry is dated July 4th and 
reads: 

“The Russians evacuated the railroad 
depot at 7:50 this morning. As the post 
is absolutely indispensable to protect the 
French concession, whose evacuation 
would compel the evacuation of the Eng- 


lish concession, a force of Japanes 
French and English occupied ‘r ™ 


Marolle’s report thus shows that there 
was no accord, even between the French 
and Russians. 

The letter of Admiral Seymour to the 
French commander eulogiing the splen- 
did conduct of the French contingent of 
his Pekin relief force has created a most 
pleasant impression here and has proved 
of much greater value in improving the 
Anglo-French relations than he could 
possibly have anticipated. 

What was known as the Muscat inci- 
dent between France and England, aris- 
ing from the French claim, which the 
British disputed, to a coaling station 
on the coast of Muscat, Arabia, is now 
finally setled, France having made good 
her claim. 

The nationalist mayor and municipali- 
ty of Paris received a bad snub this 
week. Taking advantage of the presi- 
dential banquet offered to all the mayors 
of France, they issued invitations to a 
reception to the mayors at the Paris Ho- 
tel De Ville. Instead of an enthusiastic 
response they received quite a number 
of uncomplimentary refusals from the 
socialist mayors, including the mayor of 
Lyons, the second largest city of France.

are huddling together on the highest 
parts of the island to escape the wa- 
ters.

But little more than a quar- 
ter of a century ago, phenix-like, arising from 
her devastation and ruin from the flerce con- 
suming fires of war, she now stands forth in 
progress unparalleled, the leading city of the 
south. Seated on her everlasting hille of gran- 
ite and nearer than her sister cities to the 
bright stars of the heavens above, she de- 
fies disease and contagion and in her splendid 
climatic ccndition gives invitation and welcome 
to those of regions less favored of the earth 
to enter and partake of her pecullar blessings. 
Year by year she increases her splendidly 
paved streets. Her pubhe schools are models 
for others to follow; while she even now 
concernedly studies the great question of wa~- 
ter supply ‘that no lapse should ever aguin 
occur to give her people not only inconvenience, 
but solicitude most painful. ~ Her trade. _ 
commerce are ever increasing. Her ape i 
admiring attention of all visitors 
‘Her taetories, representing almost 

turing enterprise, ere 
while the spires 
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fact that they have ageregate membership 
Sreater in proportion to population than any 
Other city. 

These with the unequaled pluck and ardor 
of her people all point to such continued growth 
in wealth and population as startle imagi- 
nation and proclaim in the present and for the 
future the great necessity of honest and saga- 
cious government and the united and harmo- 
nious action of her best citizens in the direc- 
tion of her great affairs. 


Wants Better Ballot Methods. 


It is well, however, that we carefully con- 
sider some ills that seriously militate against 
good government, of some that have seriously 
affected us in the past and that cause egreat 
concern even now in the present. I refer to 
the corruption of the ballot. It may be said 
that this is grantetl, and yet so common its 
abuse, so general in all elections, national, 
state and municipal, that the people feel pow- 
erless to prevent it and have succumbed to it 
as the inevitable. But it should not be 
for they by united and determined action can 
declare so powerfully against it as to not only 
greatly lessen the evil, but to crush it. This 
corruption ig a menace to free government, and 
unless opposed, as the people can if they will, 
threatens the ruin of our free institutions. 
Unworthy men, disqualified for the places to 
which they sometimes aspire, use their money 
for their purposes and that to thwart the will 
of the people by debauching the franchise. 

Why it is understood that even here in our 
midst that to be elected to almost any office 
it ig necessary to expend 
greater by far than their salaries, but that 
some voters sell their ballots. Candidates fur- 
nish money to buy them, and what is the re- 
sult and inference? Unworthy men, unfit 
for the offices they have obtained, succeed to 
them against the interests of the people, and 
the inference always is that office thus ob- 
tained is held for some use or influence in 
recouping the holder by methods most peculiar. 

The people should look well into the conduc: 
of candidates, observe well their ways, and if 
improper then act unitedly in defeating them 
for places to which they offer. The paid heel- 
ers who crowd your streets suggest improper 
means on the part of those who employ them, 
furnished certain sums from time to time to 
expend in procurement of votes it may well 
be inferred that the money is used against 
law, decency and order. 

I plead for better methods. 
purity of the ballot. I shall declare to the 
humblest and poorest voter that the ballot 
makes him as a voter the equal of the proud- 
est and most important man in state or land, 
and it must not be bartered or sold. It is 
his badge of freedom, and though all else he 
eold he should forever cling to it and preserve 
it in its purity. He holds it, as 
other man, in sacred trust; not for his personal 
use and public abuse, but under an obligation 
he owes society to exercise it only for the 
common good. It seems impossible to convict 
anyone under the law for this great crime, for 
crime it is, but punishment the most feasible 
can be given and should be given in the stern 
rebuke and execration of good citizens, ani 
the purchaser of votes directly or indirectly 
should be made to feel the public condemna- 
tion. We should most earefully inquire into 
the conduct of candidates in the particulars 
I have named, even in the present election, 
and act accordingly. 

Oh, happy Australian system! Already it 
intervenes to promote the purity and honesty 
of the ballot. 

Charming thing! that Is freeing the voter 
from improper influences. It matters not how 
many cards or tickets fill his pockets, they are 
for naught, for he is provided with a form 
which he must use and make out his ticket 
for himself. If he has been insulted by an 
offer to purchase his vow he may be revenged 
on the man who has done or inspired such 
a disreputable thing by voting against him. 

Happy deliverer of those who in the meshes 
of control of bosges find reef in.this little 
Australian booth, where unawed they vote as 
they please. Men, though occupying subor- 
dinate positions and under domination of those 
above them, have relief. 

Lovely secrecy of this booth! Let us bless 
this freedom from bossism, humiliating and 
degrading as is its domination ofttimes to the 
voter, who is so often followed by implora- 
tion and ofttimes assertion of obligation even 
to the threshhold of his booth, yet crossing it Is 
secure and free to make the ticket of his 
choice and vote it as a free man. 

Whether mayor or not, I am always the ad- 
vocate of low taxes, and if elected I shall do 
all in my power to bring them to the lowest 
point consistent with public good, and there 
must be many ways in which expenses may be 
lessened, other than reduction of salaries. of 
teachers of public schools and other similar 
cases, for if it were necessary, even at in- 
creased cost, the public schools, always an- 
awering the increased demands of an increas- 
ing population, must be maintainéd and their 
high standard, the pride and boast of this 
city, never lowered.

The Prohibition Question. 


I am sure that every candidate will b 
asked his views as to any change in our pre 
ent prohibition rules. For myself, Il ave 
no hesitation in saying that I am opposed to 
any change whatever. On every account I 
Stand thus opposed. To reopen in any man- 
ner the question which would, I think, bring 
on a fierce and acrimonious warfare that would 
only be to the great damage of the city. The 
present regulations wete a proper compromise 
between the various parties on this subject. 
They have workcd well to the satisfaction 
of all and should not be disturbed. 

I think I note a feeling of disappointment 
that I have not at all commented on the other 
gentlemen in the race for mayor or ‘poured 
hot shot’’ into them, as\advertised. It would 
be very indelicate for me, under the cir- 
cumstances, to do 80, and especially as they 
have all promised me their support. They 
are indeed Mims men, and as their votes Were 
untought and ufmgolicited, I must thank them 
for their kind cofisideration. However, I hold 
no man pledged in the sense that he cannot 
and should not change his mind unquestioned 


and for any reason that he chooses. I argue 
that no man should because he has, whether 
to be rid of a pestiferous bore or because too 
polite and kindhearted to say nay; or for any 
rearon or in earnestness eaid he would vote 
for anyone, feel committed if he prefers to 
vote for any other. I hold no man pledged 
to me in any sense that would cause him 
the slightest hesitation to vote for another if 
he chooses. We have had no 4g I have 
paid him no consideration for his vote. It is 
entirely proper for him to change his mind 
as often as he pleases, and without applying 
to me for release from any supposed commit- 
ment to myself. 


Not a Politieal Office. 


. The office of mayor should not be political, 
although in a certain sense it is very much 
so. In its administration the mayor should 
represent the people regardless of political 
differences, and yet there is now and ever has 
been, and I believe, ever will be, a feeling and 
sentiment of the people that makes eager in- 
quiry of every candidate as to his political 
status—that demands to know his antecedents, 
what he is now, what has he been for the 
last decade and all about him. Overy one 
must give account of himself. I don’t mean 
to imply that others cannot. For myself I 
rejoice in opportunity to do so. My first bal- 
lot was for the old democratic party as a 
presidential elector in my then good old state 
of Mississippi. I had the honor of casting 
one of its ballots in the electoral college for 
Breckinridge and Lane, and since the war I 
have always voted the regular democratic 
ticket. I glory in the dear old party, for 
since the war it has ever been our bulwark 
against attempted wrong and oppression. Rep- 
resenting in all times, in triumph and de- 
feat, a solid south, it has been to us of value 
inestimable, and never more to us for the fu- 
ture than now, and in its reassertion of true 
democratic faith in the principles of the fa- 
thers of the reptblic, doubly challenges 
the love and fealty of all its followers. What- 
ever else may be done, I shall forever olin 
to the old party. I loVe to proclaim it and 
ask no better epitaph than ‘‘He was true to 
his party and his principles and always voted 
the democratic ticket.’’ 

Constrained to say this much, indeed I can’t 
avoid such expression, yet I grant to my re- 
publican friends earnest expression of senti- 
ments the opposite of my own and respect 
them for their consistency. Notwithstanding 
these views, in absence of a candidate of their 
political faith, I expect the majority of their 
votes in the coming primary, unless it should 
develop that there be other candidates whose 
past or present political status, or both, be 
more acceptable than my own.

What a wonderful man—perhaps 
the greatest all around man that ever 
lived—for he was a painter of distinc- 
tion and renown, the pupil and the peer 
of Allston and West and the city of 
Charleston was his best friend and pa- 
tron and has now his portraits of Monroe 
and Lafayette. He was a sculptor, an 
architect, a philosopher and a poet, and 
would have reached the top in all had he 
not become so absorbed in harnessing 
the lightning.

he claimed. He died in 1872 in his eighty- 
first year.

One of these tria] grounds, 
situated not at Creusot, but near Havre, | 
permits ‘ests to a distance of eight miles. 
The entire town of Creusot is built on a | 
model plan, and tNete is perhaps no other | 
center of population in the world in which 
every part is arranged on a system of 
such concordarte with every other. The 
railway system, for instance, is so install- 
ed, that the finished product of the work- 
shop is deposited directly on the truck 
destined to carry it to the general railway 
System of France and thence to any part 
of the world. The town is also united by

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THE RETURN TO SCHOOL, 


Ifkc boys and girls 

stopped counting the days that are 

left of vacation, because there are 
Mo more. School opens tomorrow and 
there will be nine months to count before 
the next! summer holidays. Just now, 
thourh, the thought of the nine months 
ahead is not so very appalling, because 
there is a freshness even about books 
and studying after so long an interval 
of play—a freshness which three or four 
months from now the children will hard- 
lv understand how they ever felt. But 
there! it is bad to grow despondent over 
the prospect of this year’s work on its 
very first day. 

The all-important question just now 
with the boys and girls is, what school 
are you going to honon this year with 
your attendance? and they discuss the 
subject not as one upon which their lives 
and career may depend, and, indeed, it 
is most likely that their characters and 
deeds of the future will be influenced 
more powerfully by their instructors and 
associates in the classroom than any- 
where else—but they think of the subject 
from a less serious standpoint. The pre- 
Vailing idea and desire with them is to 
be assigned to the same school and the 
Same classroom in which their best 
friends are. or to be placed under a 
teacher whom they know is popular. not 
especially on account of her scholarship, 
but because they have heard perhaps 
that she is more indulgent than another. 
Brains count a great deal, though, with 
the small boy and the small girl. or more 
correctly, tact. The teacher who can 
persuade her pupils that she knows every- 
thinge—and there are a few who “can— 
easily finds the way to their control and 
admiration through their respect. She 
cannot accomplish this happy end of a 
reputation for great wisdom by means 
of evading a reply when she is uncer- 
tain about the information her pupils 
ask. Children never mistake an evasion 
—that is. children of normal intellect— 
even though they may sometimes appear 
to do so; something puzzles-them and 
unless it is explained to their satisfac- 
tion they continue to wonder and they 
know where to put the blame for their 
failure to understand. They are certain 
enough of their own intelligence to real- 
ize that the lack is not in their own 
mind. but that there is something want- 
ing in the explanation or significant in 
the refusal to explain. It is perhaps just 
as well, though, for a teacher to admit 
once in a while that there is something 
She does not know. If she is too wise 
to evade a question or to give a eeneral- 
izing answer, when she is surprised by 
a@ demand for information she cannot 
Kive. tt is better not to rely on the im- 
agzination for an answer, because in nine 
ceases out of ten the children will find 
out later and that is embarrassing. Be- 
sides that. tt is a good idea for the teach- 
er to expose the fact once in a while 
that her knowledge is not quite limitless 
or infinite. else the children will feel so 
far removed from her in intelligence that 
she will scare them into stupidity. 

New methods are to be introduced this 
year in the conduct of many studies, and 
some of them the children will fina very 
delightful and with the new teacher, too, 
they will no doubt be pleased. Beginning 
tomorrow then, there is unusually bright 
prospect in many ways for prosperous 
and happy months of work.

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PEN PICTURES OF THE 


AMERICAN SHIPMASTER 


By MORGAN ROBERTSON. 
Author of “Spun Yarn,” “Where An- 
gels Fear to Tread,”’ Etc.

HE American shipmaster is tnvari- 

ably an American, a “‘good fellow” 

on shore, with a magnetic personali- 
ty that wins him admiration and res- 
spect. He is usually of splendid physique, 
with a humorous twinkle in his eye, a 
vibrant voice that he uses habitually, and 
a good stock of “yarns,” which he retails 
for the benefit of envious and milder- 
mannered landsmen. He possesses @ st- 
perb confidence. He possesses a superb 
confidence in himself; he is a prime gsea- 
man, @ navigator sufficient unto his 
needs, and is credited with courage and 
determination to overawe the most als- 
contented and rebellious of safilors. 

He is a force for civilization as it Is 
now progressing, and a necessary ad- 
junct to the advancement of American 
commerce. Yet, aside from the tempo- 
rary paralyzation of this commerce, the 
loss to his family, and the injury to his 
feelings, no great harm would be done the 
world if a large majority of him were 
withdrawn from it at the end of a rope: 
and, if the other end of the rope could 
attach to his own yardarm. much good 
would come of the spectacle In the de- 
terrent effect on the first mate, who 
would observe and eventually succeed 
him. And if from the opposite yard-drm 
could also depend this first mate, the 
moral lesson on the fully as brutal. but 
Tess finished, skillful, magnetic, confident 
second mate would be doubled. A second 
mate, taken in time and intelligently 


‘treated, may be saved. It ts the older 


dogs who cannot learn new tricks. 

But let no reasoning reader assume 
from these strictures that the American 
shipmaster, the man who habitually robs 
and maltreats, and occasionally starves 
and murders the unfortunate men com- 
mitted to his care by the law, !s_ per- 
sonally blamable for his moral condition. 
He is a slave to an iron-hard training 
which has superseded his instincts. and 
allied him closely to the noble Apache— 
who is “best when he is dead,” but is un- 
able to appreciate it. He is a product of 
his environment as completely as are a 
certain well-known reforming clergyman 
and a late police board president, both 
of whom once made themselves excead- 
ingly troublesome to the citizens of New 
York. But who will say that these two 
were not honest and conscientious. 

THE SHIPMASTER’S ETHICS. 

And the American shipmaster is con- 
scientious. Leaving aside his dishonest 
extortion in his slop chest sales and ‘his 
robbery of saibors’ pay by driving them 
to desert in foreign~-ports, he is fairly 
faithful to a code of ethics. From the 
time of his first promotion he has af- 
fliicted his inferiors,.not because he is 
fundamentally a savage, but because, 
having been thus brutalized himself, he 
thinks it necessary and right: because 
he has been thoroughly steeped in a sys- 
tem of discipline which, though he does 
not know it, degrades him in the eyes 
of observing fellowmen—which would not 
be tolerated in any army, navy or work- 
shop in the world, and is rarely prac- 
ticed in the merchant ships of monarchi- 
cal] nations, whose laws permit greater 
license to captains than do the laws of 
America. 

But the laws of America against as- 
sault, torture and manslaughter are not 
enforced as they should be when it hap- 
pens that a sailor is the complainant or 
prosecuting witness. They are not en- 
forced, because, back of the decision of 
judges, juries, consuls and commissioners, 
there is a gtrong public sentiment, not 
negative, but positive, which is nothing 
more than a belief that the sailor is an 
ignorant, aggressive scoundrel, who 
Should be kept in check at any cost. This 
belief is not blessed upon knowledge of 
the truth as given in newspaper reports 
of fabric at sea; for the newspapers give 
little but the bare facts, and facts.upon a 
strong educational influence—populur 
literature. 

Marryat and Cooper Mealt with condi- 
tions of the eighteenth and first half of 
the nineteenth centuries, and they 
painted the sailor truthfully—a_ stronf 
man, able to ca®e«efor himself. W. Clark 
Russell succeeded in the field, and for 
twenty-five years he held this field to 
himself. He has been read widely in 
IKengland and America. He began when 
men now active in public life werd 
young men forming opinions; when old 
men, still active, were dropping the con- 
ceptions of the sailor given them by 
Marryat and Cooper and were receptive 
to new ones. W. Clark Russel supplied 
them. With slight technical] knowledge 
of the sea and seamen, but gifted with 
an erratic imagination and wonderful 
power of poetic description, this man 
produced novel after novel whose heroes 
were chivalric officers and passengers, 
and whose villians were sailors- mutinous 
devils only kept from murder and piracy 
by brute force and the acts of provi- 
dence. W. Clark Russel has done more 
to damn the merchant sailor than has 
any other influence of modern times, 
and even should he devote the remain- 
der of his life to active, positive effort 
in behalf of the sailor, he will not have 
time to undo the wrong he has done. But 
his books have sold; and because they 
have sold and influenced public opinion, 
hundreds of American captains have es- 


= 


caped the penitentiary, and hundreds of 
seamen have endured, and must endure 
for years, wrong and injustice that 
would absolve landsmen from the charge 
of murder. 

THE PRODUCTION OF THE BRUTH. 


So much for W. Clark Russel, the 
apologist for a brute, who would be 


hanged or imprisoned for life were he 


called by another name than ‘“‘captain.’’ 
Let us get back to the causes which 
have produced this brute. The American 
captain, as a rule, does not arise from 
the forecastle—from the class of men 
over whom he _ tyrannizes. He comes 
from the “boys’ room.” Every Amert- 
can ship carries as many boys, loosely 
speaking, as she carries mates. It is safe 
to say that two out of three of these 
boys quit the sea after & voyage or two, 
because they will not submit to the 
rigors of the life. Some cannot bear the 
hardships incidental to the work alone; 
others cannot reconcile themselves to the 
insult, the cruelty dealt out to them by 
the officers. But one out of three re- 
mains. He is strong and hardy; he has 
a thick skin and cannot be insulted un- 
less the insult is physical; a ‘‘smash”’ on 
the head with a belaying pin hurts his 
feelings, but milder rebuke affects him 
not, and he thrives and progresses. 

After a few voyages he is promoted to 
boatswain’s, third or second mate's 
berth, according to the size and person- 
nel of the ship. But he spends but little 
time in the forecastle, among men whom 
he is taught to believe are inferior 
creatures; and when he obtains power 
over them he maltreats them, as he has 
been maltreated himself, and thinks that 
it is right. If his education comprises 
a knowledge of the “three Rs,’ he can 
easily learn enough of navigation to ob- 
tain first mate’s berth, and later he be- 
comes a captain—a pet of the law and 
public opinion; but as little fitted by 
instinct and training to appreciate the 
responsibilities of his position as is a 
negro overseer on a plantation. He is an 
exponent of brute force, and the finer 
sensibilities are denied him. He is not 
Superior in humanity, morals or com- 
mon decency to the meanest of his crew 
—only excelling them in the grosser ele- 
ments of character which first gained 
him his advantage. 

In acquired attributes—knowledge of 
technique—he is often inferior to the best 


men of his crew. Not an American snip | 


goes to sea without a few able seamen 
forward, who are competent to instruct 
the captain in seamanship: for this broad- 
shouldered, heavy-fisted rufflan is some- 
times promoted too soon. The title “Ate 
seaman’ is one to be proud of. It can- 
not be acquired in the space Of time 
which will give a man mastery of a trade 
on shore, or win him a post graduates 
diploma in college. A man needs four 
years of service at least before he can be 
trusted at the wheel with a following 
wind and sea; and to learn the smaller, 
more mechanical details of his calling— 
knotting, serving, sail-making, wire-splic- 


irg. etc.—he requires nearly double the 


time. An able seaman ts a skilled laborer 
—qual in technical knowledge to a ma- 
chinist, carpenter or other craftsman on 
shore—and for his skilled labor he re- 
ceives the munificent salarv of $18 a 
ronth out of Atlantic and $20 of Pacific 
perts, most of which he loses to the cap- 
tain or the crimps. 
THE ABLE SEAMAN. 

A few words more as to this able sea- 
man, and the reason why there are so 

any of him willing to give such work 
for such pay. He is initially a weakling. 
of fair physical courage, perhaps, but of 
little education, willpower, ambition and 
aggressivensss—otherwise he would not 
rctrain at the trade. He may have start- 
ed as “boy’’ and lived in the “boys’ 
reom,”’ drifting into the forecastle under 
pressure of events. He may have been 
shanghaied—a gre2n hand—and forced to 
learn to escape the mates’ abuse. He 
may have been a fisherman, deck hand, 
or “longshoremin,”’ going to sea for the 
love of the sea; but, whatever his origin, 
his being f:fore the mast comes only of 
ris helplessness in the struggle for exist- 
ence on shore. So he remains in an en- 
vircnment that kills him in twelve years, 
Lut develops certain lines beyond the com- 
prehension of landsmen. 

He becomes a man to be pitied, respect- 
ed and protected, for, in the nature of 
things, he can do none of these for him- 
self. He cannot pity himself, for he is 
equal to the drafts upon him, and sur- 
vives thém. He cannét respect himself 
except in his own peculiar way, which his 
land-féering fellowmen cannot understand. 
He knows that he can endure a stress of 
wcather and work under which an ordi- 
nary man would die, but it does not con- 
duce to assertiveness, and his attitude to- 
ward wrong anGg injustice might bé 
stamped as cowardly by those who do not 
know him. He cannot protect himself, 
for we has not Known good treatment or 
reward for generous, energetic effort, and 
dces not always realize that he is imposed 
upen. He is denied the lova of woman 
and children; he is an innocent outcast—a

This description of a people applies truly 
to the inhabitants of Alaska, the Eskimos, 
who are a peaceable people, never having 
been known to have had wars of any 
kind. 
MEXICO, THE DISCOVERED LAND. 

Fusang, literally ‘“‘The Land of the Mul- 
berry Tree,” is described as being situat- 
ed twice ten thousand li to the east of 
“Great Han.’ By a glance at the map it 
wil’ be seen that part of Alaska nearest 
the Aleutian islands would bring the nav- 
igator to British Columbia, but then the 
old Buddhist missionary may have been 
careless in regard to his sailing direc- 
tions or the imperial historiographer may 
have carelessly substituted east for south- 
east. ‘Twice ten thousand Hl” is figured 
variously between six and seven thousand 
miles, and that -distance in a southeast- 
erly direction from Alaska nearest the 
Aleutian isiands would bring the naviga- 
tor off the coast of Mexico. Now Hwul 
Shan’s account of Fusang and Its people, 
where he appears to have tarried some 
time, applies to Mexico. His particular 
attention was called to the fact that the 
inhabitants of the country had no walled 
cities or towns, which would be the first 
natural observation of a C inaman ar-~ 
riving in a thickly populated country 
from one where everything is encompass- 
ed with a wall, as in China, 

PROOFS IN THE OLD RECORDS. 
Hwui Shan describes the houses of 
Fusang as being constructed of abodes or 
dried bricks, similar to thore of the 
Pueblo Indians of the present day, and 
then he gives a faithful description of 
the Mexican agave, that most useful of 
all plants to the native Mexican. He 
said they made cordage and paper from

its fiber ani ate the tender sprouts of its 
young = _ root. He speaks of a milk 
which was probably none other than the 
fermented juice of the maguey, the pulque 
of the present day, end calls the tuna, the 
fruit of the cactus, which we call a prick- 
ly pear, a red pear, which, if not plucked, 
remains on the tree throughout the sea- 
sen. The people had no iron, but used 
ccpper in a variety of ways, and gold was 
of no value.

BUDDHA RELIGION FOUNDED. 

The religion of Buddha was founded in 
Central India about the beginning of the 
Christian era. No Jew, Greek, Roman or 


| Brahman had ever thought of converting 


any one to his religion. By them relig- 
jor was considered a private or national 
prcperty, with which no outsider had any 
business to interfere. But Buddha, the 
founder of Buddhism, commanded his 
proselytes to go forth with his doctrines 
and preach them in every part of the 
world. Thus’ with religion East Indlan 
arts were carriel into China and Bud- 
dhism was eventually accepted as a re- 
ligion by the Chinese, who preserve in 
their records accounts of journeys made 
by various devotes of the Buddhist re- 
ligion in 385, 399, 518 and 629 A. D. These 
accounts are all written by the Buddhists 
themselves, whereas the account of Hwui 
Shan is chronicled by the imperial histo- 
ricgrapher. 

After the destruction of the dynasty 
of Tsin in 420, China was divided into 
two empires, that of the north and that 
of the south. Li-yen-chen, a Chinese 
historian, who wrote the hfstory of these 
two empires about the beginning of the 
seventh century, gives an account of Fu- 
sang, and describes how the land is 
reached by sailing along Kamchatka, the 
Aleutian islands and the coast of North 
America. By this route the navigator 
is out of sight of land but once, and 
that but for a distance of 200 miles. The 


+ 
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Yuen‘kin-lui-han, the great Chinese en- 
cyclopedia, gives an account of the dis- 
covery of Fusang by a Buddhist priest, 
who arrived in the village of King Chow 
on his return from a voyage to that king- 
dom. The article is NMlustrated with a 
picture of a native of Fusang milking a 
hind with white ‘spots, its young stand- 
ing near, also spotted. The picture is 
probably imaginary, but it is curious to 
note that this species of deer is found in 
Mexico. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE AZTEC CIVILI- 

ZATION. 

We have it that Hwui Shan returned 
to China, that he was a missionary priest 
who had been to some country far to the 
east, where he had left his five compan- 
ions to carry out the missionary work 
commanded by Buddha, the founder of 
their religion. Whatever became of these 
five missionaries we can only conjecture. 
A thousand years have passed since Hwul 
Shan arrived in the village of King 
Chow and related his wonderft discov- 
ery, and the prows of the Spanish cara- 
vels plow the Caribbean sea and Mexican 
gulf. They find a people inhabiting 
the mainland possessing a civilization 
nearly equal to their own. The Az- 
tecs inhabited well-built cities, posses- 
sed written records and maps, and made 
paper from the fiber of the agave. Their 
advanced state of civilization was marred 
only by .their abominable human sacri- 
fices. 

The Mayas of. Yucatan had attaincd 
even a greater degree of civilization than 
the Aztecs, especially in arts and archi- 
tectural science, as the remains of their 
cities and temples attest to this day. The 
Spaniards in their blind zeal for the 
Catholic faith destroyed nearly everything 
they could get their hands on which show- 
ed the peculiar civilization of these peo- 
ple. Whence they got this civilization has 
often been asked. 

The Toltecs appear to be the first of the 
eboriginal races who had attained any 
degree of civilization. They inhabited the 
valley of Anahuac (the valley of Mexico),

Jim Watts’s Ride to Taku. 

lim Watts, of Tien Tsin, deserves 
live in nistory with Paul Revere. 
a harder ride and a longer that Watts 
made, and more dangers beset him. In- 
stead of friendly colonists along the foad 
to receive the warnings of an approach- 
ing enemy, Jim Watts rode through 
hordes of hostile Chinese. He galloped 
the sixty miles from Tien Tsin to Taku, 
erriving with one arm he'pless by his side, 
but otherwise none the worse for his race 
to the coast. 

When the boxers, after two days’ shell- 
ing, had almest exhausted and overcome

the legations started down the river in 
the hope of reaching Taku and procuring 
assistance from Admiral Kempff for the 
besieged foreigners at Tien Tsin. Jne of 
the men was R. H. MacLay, interpreter of 
the Ame-ican consulate. gLater in the day 
word came back that the boat had gone 
ashore, and that the nine men had been 
killed by the boxers. The report proved 
to be untrue, although the party had been 
forced to leave the boat to escape from 
the Chinese. 

When the first report reached Tien Tsin, 
however, Jim Watts volunteered to ride to 
Taku.and deliver the message to Admiral 
Kempff. Watts is a son of Captain 
Watts, a Taku pilot, and was born in 
China twenty-two years ago. Aithough 
he knew the danger, Watts was in the 
saddle and ready to start alone when his 
friends prevailed upon him to accept an 
escort of three Cossacks, Shells were 
screaming over Gordon hall when Watts 
left, and the bullets were falling in the 
streets. ‘ 

Entering a village at break-neck speed, 
Watts and the Cossacks would dash 
through the narrow streets or lanes. 
then to use 
the lash on some Chinamen, who by their 
manner appeared to be making an effort 
to catch his horse by the bridles, and the 
whips with great 
effect. At daylight Taku and the war- 
ships beyond were sighted. Watts has‘en- 
ed to the landing and, securing a boat- 
man, he was soon on board of Admiral 
Kempff's flagship. The message was the 
first intimation that Admiral Kempff had 
received that the Americans and others at 
Tien-Tsin were in any great danger and 


' that the bombardment of the city was in 


progress. 

Every one knows the rest of the story— 
how the allied troops pushed their way 
up to Tien Tsin—but the dispatches have 
not said that the foreigners were per- 
haps saved by the heroism of Jim Watts. 
Refugees from Tien Tsin brought out the 
news.—San Francisco Dispatch in The 
New York Sun.

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Saves the Feed. 

Many a horse when fed on the street 
wastes a portion of the feed by spilling 

out of the feeding device in trying to 
get at it, and with the idea of preventing 
this loss Thomas A. Howard, of Balti- 
more, Md., has devised the feeding bag 
shown in our illustration. The intention 
is to supply just enough feed at a time in 
the lower chamber to keep even with the 
demand. the remainder. of the grain be- 
ing contained in the hopper shown at the 
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Automatic Feed Bag for Horses.

ed to the bridal, and the front portion is 
held in place by a strap attached to the 
check rein. A stiffening ring is placed at 
the top of the feed pouch, and in the bot- 
tom is a wooden disk hollowed out on 
the upper side to throw the feed toward 
the center and prevents its accumula- 
tion around the sides. It is obvious that 
the grain will feed by gravity into the 
feed pouch, and that the supply will be 
dependent upon the amount consumed by 
the animal. An important feature of the 
device is that when the horse lowers its 
head the pouch is raised by the action 
of the check rein, thus allowing the ant- 
mal to obtain a good mouthful with little 
exertion. 


Pulls Up the Roots of Weeds. 

Here is an implement that will be the 
means of destroying many an obstinate 
weed that persists in appearing year after 
year on the lawn, simply because the root 
has not been plucked up. There are num- 
erous weeds that cannot be killed by cut- 
ting off the tops close to the ground, and 
the only way to exterminate them is to 
dig the root out. This is often not only a 
difficult task, but is Hable to mar the ap- 
pearance of a lawn by tearing the sod. 
With the intention of providing an im- 
plement which will take up the root with

open prongs are forced down into the 
earth around the roots and the lever Ibv- 
cated underneath the handle is lifted by 
the hand. This raises a rod inside the tu- 
bular standard and forces a conical wedge 
to spread the upper ends of the pivoted 
prongs apart, thus gripping the lower 
ends of the prongs on the root and allow- 
ing it to be lifted out entire.
